Damron the Forger Before 
Judge Cheney. 


THE CLAYTON WHITE CASE. 


It le Now In the Hands of the Jury 
—Burgiars On Trial—iIn the 
United States Court 
—Notes. 


J. M. Damron appeared before Judge 
Cheney yesterday and filed a motion to 
set aside the information which charges 
bim with forgery. He made a long 
argu ment on the motion, basing it on 
the proposition that the lower court 
from which the information came had 
no jurisdiction in the matter. The 
motion was denied. A general de- 
m urrer was then filed and taken under 
advisement. Damron was called upon 
to plead on the third charge of forge y 
and entered a plea of not guilty. His 
case was set for trial on the first charge 
for September 22d, four days after the 
time set for the trial of Justice Lock- 
wood. 

THE CLAYTON WHITE CASE. 

The case of Clayton White, charged 
with an assault with intent to kill his 
ex-wife, went to the jury yesterday af- 
ternoon about three o'clock. Mr. 
White concluded his argument, which 
he began on ut ternoon, and 
spoke for some time in his accustomed 
peculiar style. He was followed by 
Mr. Hardesty in a brief speech. Mr. 
Hardesty announced that the State 
had decided to withdraw the charge of 
assault with intent to kill and to 
for conviction on the minor charge of 
assault with a deadly weapon, the in- 
tent to kill not having been clearly 
shown. ‘The Judge then char the

BRUSH FIRES. 


LOSS NOW ESTIMATED AT ABOUT 
$100,000. 


Horrible Sight Witnessed Sunday 
Evening—An Old Man Literally 
Roasted Alive— Some 
Hard Stories. 


A horrible sight was witnessed Sun- 
day evening near Burbank by about 
fifty farmers and farm hands who were 
engaged io fighting the big brush fire 
that bas been raging in that neighbor- 
hood since Saturday night. 

They were fighting the fire a short 
distance from the residence of old 
Hardy Jones, when some of the men 
noticed the old man — from his 
front door with a lighted lamp in his 
haud. He carried a bucket in his 
other hand, and slowly wended bis way 
to the well, which was near by. 

Before he had gone many steps the 
lamp exploded, and in a few seconds 
the old man was noticed to be in a: 
mass of flame. He ran towards his 
house and disappeared througb the 
door. Several of the men hurried’ to 
the house but they were too | te to 
keep the flames trom extending to the 
fixtures on the interior as the old 
man rushed about 

LIKE ONE MAD. 

Two mén grabbed him and after 
wrapping bim in ablanket they dragged 
him irom the house and held him down 
until the flames were extinguished. 
By this time the house was one mass 
of flames, and the men saw at a glance 
that they could do nothing more than 
remove some of the furniture. which 
they did. 

Medical aid was secured as soon as 
possible and all that could be done was 
done to relieve the old man’s suffering. 

Au examination showed that he was 
badly burned about the chest and back 
and no one believed that he would live 
through the night, but he did. and yes- 
terday morning be was brought to the 
County Hospital.

@uperatitions That Inspired Good Work. 
Used to Stir Up the Energy of the Men. 
Distinguishing Marks—Origin of the

Egyptian sculptures 
give numerous representations of vessels 
with heads of the sacred ram of Ammon, 
or Ibis heads at the prow, and we read that 
images representing the mystic Cabiri— 
divinities who had special power of pro-

Phoenician mariners. A bough cut from 


the sacred spreading oak that ruled in Do- 
dona’s aged grove,” according to ancient 
myth, did duty as figurehead for Jason’s 
Argo ship, and was of no trivial account,

iigious significance to figureheads and 


opted them as convenient distinguishing 
marks for their vessels, especially for the 
purposes of war. Figureheads thus be- 
came personal badges and cognizances on 
the galleys of various leaders, who would 
choose, one a swan’s head for his emblem, 
another a boar’s head, and a third simply 
a helmet.

FRUIT GALORE. 


Pasadena in the Midst of the Packing 
Season. 

Pasadena is enjoying the only genu- 
ine boom that has ever come to her. 
The golden fruits which make a valua- 
ble frame about her, are proving a 
mine more valued that had been 
thought. The recovery from the spec- 
ulative craze of a couple of years ago 
is bavipg its effect in producing a bet 
ter quality of fruit, because of the at- 
tention now given it. Many are the 
stories told now of the wonderful 
profit in fruit this year—stories that 
would be discredited by those unac- 
quainted with this marvelous country— 
butfacts nevertheless. A visit ofafew 
minutes last evening to Joseph Wal- 
lace’s cannery on Cypress street, gave 
an idea of what is being done there. 
Th . is his first year of work on a large 
scale. 

For eight years past he has been do- 
ing work quietly and for quality— 
makiug a reputation. He is running 
about seventy-five hands, and cans on an 
average 1500 cans per day. On Satur- 
day 3760 caus were put up. Thus far 
the total put-up is about 200,000 cans. 
He pays from 1.5 to 2.874 cents for 
peaches, and about two cents for 
prunes. A car-load of 48,000 cans of 
standard apricois wili be shipped to 
Philadelphia this evening. Fruit is king 
—or queen—whose scepter has broke 
the buck of unwelcome depression. 


Schools. 

The janitors of the various school 
buildings are very busy at present pu.- 
ting everything in shape for the be- 
ginning of the new school year. As 
announced by the School Board some 
time ago, schools will open on Septem- 
ber 15th.. The Garfield on California 
street and the Washington in North 
Pasadena each have one year added 
to their previous course—the eighth— 
completing in these buildings the work 
up to the ninth.

An Immense Fruit Crop—The On 
Welis—News Notes. 

NorpDuoFF (Cal.), Aug, 18.—(|Corre- 
spondence of THe TimeEs.] Twenty 
tons of dried apricots will be the dona- 
tion of the Ojai Valley to Southern 
California’s immense fruit crop this 
year. Of nectarines there will be over 
ten tons. Peack-drying will begin 
this week, and prunes, of which there 
is also a heavy crop, will be ripe in 
about two weeks. Some apricot or- 
chards in this valley have netted $300 
this season. 

Oil well No. 2 on the Piru ranch, is 
down 181 feet, with a moderate supply 
of oil A mg flow of gas still con- 
tinues from well No. 1, and a light ap- 
plied to any crevice in the rocks in that 
locality will start a blaze. 

Work on the gypsum mine is pro- 
gressing satisfactorily, about ten tons 
a day being shipped to San Francisco 
via Ventura.
